THE CnAXOES OF NINE YEA US. 

The viiiit of Sir ( 'iiAiti.Ks 'I'l i'i-i:!!, 
necessarily brief, lia.-i Ijeen sunii-iciiU y 
prolonged to enable that genlletnan to 
gather much valuable information re 
specting the climate and capabilitiea of 
the country. Thia province Im.i been a 
sealed book to the re.st of the Domin- 
ion. Few public uion of Canada have 
travelled through any portion of it, and 
the works that linvo iKsiuHl from 
the press re.specting it wei'i; gen- 
erally written by men who came to 
hunt for gold and knew little or noth- 
ing about the other and more enduring 
resources which abound. Sir Hkcior 
L-VNOKViiJ who, in 1872, spent .several 
weeks in the country, formed a high 
opinion of its capabilities; but when he 
wa^ here the delta lands of the lower 
Fraser were little understood and their 
value by no means determined. Neith- 
er wa.s the importance of our oo.il lipids 
known. The country was not men 
fairly understood by thoHo wlio hud 
lived a lifetime within iLs bonier.f, and 
how should a vi.sitor whose stay was 
liinited be expected to see dovelop- 
inent where residents had failed to 
make discoveries] Since 1872 work 
has gone steadily on- The land.s of the 
interior have been shown to In- oapsi- 
ble of yielding as fim^ grain a.s any ])ro 
duced elsewhere. The bunchgra.ss prn- 
ires which at the time of Sir Hkctoh'h 
visit had been pre.ssed by no hoofs sa\ e 
those of Indian ponies ami tlio IkhuhI 
ing deer are now stockeil witli great 
herds of b""'''ed .■'»h!o and .slie('|i. The 
tisheries, then worked only by nativt? 
trawlers and of little or no imiiortanee 
as an industry, now yield a value of 
nearly one million dollars jior uiuuim 
and are capable, after the establiKhiiiont 
of a hatchery, of great expansion. Our 
lumber interests which were then hardly 
considered now support live lirstclass 
aiid many small raills, and have an ex- 
port value of about $1,000,000 each 
year. Flour mills which in 1872 scar- 
cely had an existence, havo sprung up 
at many points, and Vancouver coal is 
found to be of u quality so superior to 
that produced elHawhcro that it is i>re- 
ferred by shippers and. consumers 
to any other. All these indus- 
tries, which were either in tlicir in- 
fancy or were unknown at the time of 
.Sir Hkctoh's visit, have attained very 
large ])roportion.s, indeed ; and 
with the opening of ea.sy iiiean.s 
of communication through the in- 
terior of the Island and Mainland they 
will increase with amazing rapidity. 
In nine years, or rather, since the date 
of confederation, the country has made 
considerable progress. The white popu- 
lation has more than doubled and, as 
we have cursorily shown, the ilevelop- 
ment of the natural resourcea of the 
country has gone steadily on. Citizens 
cannot but feel gratified that Sir 
CnARLES TuPPER has seen the country 
at this time ; that ho has gone over 
much of the ground his distinguished 
colleague visited, and that he has been 
enabled to note the substantial advance 
the country has made in the decade 
that has fled since confederation. Lord 
DuFFERiN, in his famous Bi)eech at 
Government House in I87G, after he 
had penetrated the Interior and visited 
the east coast of the island, remarked in 
a fine burst of enthusiasm, "This is a 
glorious province 1' Will Sir Cij.xrle.s 
Topper be enabled to bear tho same 
testimony as the result of bis explor- 
ations?

ilore than two years ago, when the 
cxjuntry rang from end to end with in- 
telligence of the cruel murder of TnoM- 
jLS Poole and his two children; when 
the people of tho district where the 
horrid crime was committed themBelvi-a 
organized a special police force and 
scoured the district in search of the 
perpetrators ; and when the govern- 
ment had been three weeks in (lOsses 
sion of the facts, an entire horsebelong 
ing to a settler of Victoria district wa.s 
" cut " by some malicious person. The 
news was brought to tho capital on 
a Friday and the following day appear 
ed a flaming advertisement in the Gnv 
(ninieiit Gazet!'\ signed by the provin- 
cial secretary, ottering "a reward of 
"^1^0 for the detection and conviction 
of the miscreants." It was not until 
three weeks thereafter that an adver 
tifiement appeared in the Oaxetle offer- 
ing a reward of §500 for tho arrest and 
conviction of tlie murderers of the 
Poole family, it required only twen- 
ty-four hours for the governnn'nl to 
estimate the value of the ciea 
live powers of a stallion and 
to assess them at .*'J.'jO; but it 
look them three week.s to decide upon 
the value of three human lives, which 
they assessed at one hundred and sixty- 
six dollars ninety-nine and three-quarter 
cents each. And at this late day, after 
two abortive trials and one alteniiit at 
u trial, when the .scent which was once 
atrong has grown cold and tho cbanceH 
of conviction arc becoming faint 
er and fainter each day, the organ in 
ehief of tho local government with ;i 
coldblooded atrocity which contrasts 
very favorably with the course of its 
masters in tho .same ca.Hc, crack.4 .stupid 
)okes and expresses a wish to know 
(after Byron) how the man feels 
who commits a murder." I'faith, he 
has but to cross the bridge, where he 
will find three men who are as morally 
guilty of the murder of the .Poole 
family a-') the murderers tlicmHcU'es. 
These men first withdrew all ))olice pro- 
tection from the district, and then wast- 
ed public .sympathy and money over a 
"cut" horse wliilc the assasains of a 
whole family got clear ofT with their 
booty. Suppose he were lo ask the 
triumvirate how they feel.

The ratepayers of Victoria hare made 
the wonderfui discovery that, a.s .1 street 
ilUmiinant, gas is superior to coal oil. The 
city fathers wore in donbt u|)on the puint 
and referred it to the nitepayt-rs. 

Yesterday week seven warrants, iasued 
by j\Ir. Uowdney, of Vale, for the arrest 
oi as many Chinamen who were charged 
with having unlawfully left their employ- 
ment on tho C. P. R. works, were sent 
here in tho hands of a Yale Conatable, 
with a request to our Magistrates to send 
a special const.able to tho Delta cannery 
to assist in enforcing tho warrants. Frank 
Forrest was sworn in, and he and the 
Yale conat.ible, accompanied by -sovoial 
Chinamen who were to identify the cid- 
prits, proceeded to the cannery. On ar- 
riving there tho whole pack of Chinamen 
- something like one liunJred — violently 
set upon their countrymen who acconi- 
par.iod the ollicera, and, to all appear- 
ances, would havo killed them, bail the 
constables not interfered. Thoy threat- 
ened to hang them, and, prociniug a 
rope, were apparently about to carry llio 
threat into exc-L-ution. As it w:is, one 
Chinaman received very severe injm-ies, 
from which he has boon contineit t" h.i:; 
bed ever since. Of course no arrests were 
made. On Friday last informatirms were 
sworn and four warrants issued against as 
many of the ringleaders in the a.ssault. 
Those warrants were entrusted to ollicor 
Wiggins, who was accompanied by the 
Yalo constable and Leo Chuck, foreman 
of tho Chinese at Yalo, and several China- 
men to identify tho ringleaders in the as- 
sault. They proceeded to tho c:\nnory 
on Saturday; but the Chinamen saw thom 
coming and lied in all directions. I'm-- 
suit was mado for several miles through 
wood and over prairie, and the ollicor-s, 
after a hard ch.ose, succeeded in arre-sting 
two who were identilied as ringleaders. 
These were brought to town, and, having 
boon brought before W. D. Ferris, Esq., 
were remanded. They will bo brought 
up again to-morrow, and, in all proba- 
bility, further remanded till Saturday. 
It has been remarked that the extraonli- 
nary decision given by tho Ciiiof .1 u.itice, 
Bomo weeks ago in the case of the Chin- 
ese against Messrs. fiaigh & Son , has 
had a most pernicious effect upon the 
Chinese. They have become much uinre 
doiiant and troublosomo, and serious ditli- 
culty in managing largo bodies ol those 
people is anticipated by employers. For- 
tunately tho great pressure is over, and 
tho Chinese cannot aflbrd to bo quite so 
independent now.

Coun. Ktuaniaii complained of lltc 
aUtoment of Coun. McLean as publislicd 
in Thf CLilu}iiit and moved that in the 
opinion of thi.s Council tlio atateineiit.s 
uiado by Uoun. McLean at tlie last inoot- 
aiid published in 7Vic Coluni.-it afl'ecta tlie 
character of mciiiber.i of this Council 
both hero and abroad, therefore bo it re- 
solved that Coun. MoLeau be requested 
to prove, his statements. 

Coun. Wrigleawortli in socunding tlie 
motion said this matter shuiild he first 
dealt with. As a member of the Council 
he conaidorod ids character was at stake 
and ho did not feel like transacting any 
businesa as Councillor for Yates street 
ward tillaoinothing waj dune about it. 

Coun. Shakespeare endor.sed the ri'- 
marks of fonncr councillors. Jt was nut 
at all pleasant for such atatcnients to r;o 
abroad; and if true the eounsillors referred 
to wore mt worthy to occupy seats round 
the Council boaid. 

Coun. Boyd spoke tn tho same eti'ect. 

Coun. Smith thought the ducLuneul 
should ba lirodnccd. Produced accord- 
ini[ly. 

Coun. McLean remarked that tliis t 
only a specimen of the treatment he li.id 
received all through the year, lie was 
so accustomed to tlie language used 
against him that he was not at :dl sur- 
prised at tho action of tho Council in thi.s 
matter. The best character lie could 
bear wu.") tho independent action he hail 
pursued in the Council, (.-\pplause). 

Coun. Shakespeare rose tn anuestion ul 
privilege (thumping on the door by tlie 
audience). Coun. Shakespeavo— I'ut that 
man out whoever he is. 

C!oun. McLean resuined He came t>i 
this Council with a clear conscience. He 
was supported by a large iiiaj"! ity (if rate- 
payers and he unuld iiuiiiiuuii lii.s posi 
tion so long as he had a seat in it. Lie 
then reviewed llie document in i|Uestioii 
at some length and contended that the 
statements were correct. His conduct 
had been endorsed and approved of hy one 
of the largest public meeting.s ever held 
ill this city. Ue would nut take back oni' 
wui'd of it. lie would not only prove 
what he had said but he would go further 
and make other statements even more 
damAging to some members of the Coun- 
cil. Lie had said stronger things at the 
public meetiiii,'. That meeting fully en- 
dorsed what he had said about Rupert 
atreot. (Coun. McLean here complained 
of interruptions from couiicillora.) He 
had used language in hia protest that he 
could fully substantiate. He had no in- 
tention of backing down and was [u-epar- 
ed to atand by his [imtcst in the .Su- 
premo Court if necessary. Lie was ipiite 
prepared to go further and prove a little 
uiore. It was in exceedingly bad faith to 
move the resolution; but the councillors 
might carry it if they plea.Hcd. He wmild 
nut take back one iota of tht' prole.-it. 

Coun. Shakespeare lUDvcil the fnlloiMii'..; 
resolution: — 

That whereas Coun. McLean, at a inci l 
ing of this Council held on Wednesday I 
evening, 31st August, 1881, entered a pro- I 
teat against the action of this Council in 
the matter of lighting the streets of this 
city with oil, the (ias. Co. having refused 
to light tho streets with g.as unless the | 
Council would bubiuil to terms imposed 
by tho company, which the Council deem- | 
ea inconsistent with the interest of the [ 
ratepayers; and whereas the said protest | 
contained' slatomonts reflecting upon the I 
Council, fabo and malicious; and wliereas 
tho said Councillor iMcLuan having hern | 
requested to substantiate the said allega- | 
tiona or retract them and refused to do 
either; bo it therefore resolved that tliis I 
Council hereby expresses ita strong cmi 
demnation of the conduct of Councilh i 
McLean and declare the allegations c"ii j 
tained in tho said protest falso and im- I 
founded and uidiecoming the character ■ i 
a gentleman and ho is hereby censured 
for his cowardly and false accu.satiniis 
against members of this Council. 

Coun. Shakespeare would otl'er a few 
remarks on the nbuvo resolution. Cfuin. 
McLean's conduct this evening w.as un- 
becoming a gentleman. It was impossible 
for that councillor to answer a iiuestion 
in a straightforward manner. Uc waa to 
be pitied. His conduct was cowardly in 
tho extreme in presonting the protest 
on Wednesday evening. 'I'liai document 
waa a species of blackmailing, entirely un- 
truthful and as black and false as sin could 
make a statomeiit. The protest was then 
reviewed at some length and Coun. Mc- 
Le.an was Recused .of ignoring other mem- 
bers df the. street committee. Lumber 
tiadbeon ordered from Mr. Muir without 
consulting any of the other members. He 
did not see how he had the audacity t" 
do such a thiii'.'; just for getting a little 
account settled U|i. It na.s shop business. 
It was characteristic of tliat individual to 
do such things. He got the greater part 
of tho money spent on the city survey in 
tho same manner. .\11 the resolution of 
Coun. Kinsman asked for was that the 
published statonient should bo substanti- 
ated. Thosa statements wore wilful, 
downright lies, and he deserved the 



greatest . possibla^.ceiuuxe;. foe-, making 
tliem. The locality where his (Cmni. 
Shakespeare's) property was would liave 
been improved a great deal more cuily 
that Shakespeare had a lot tiiere. Noth- 
iii" could be dono on account of that fact. 
All last year this waa his disposition, and 
would have been this year if he could 
have carried it out. Instances wore then 
given of work being done without the 
knowledge of the street committee. He 
did not aoe what use there was of com- 
mittees being ap[)ointed when one man did 
the whole work. Coun. .Shakespeare dul 
not expect anything butter from Coun. 
McLean, and he had much pleasure iii 
moving tho vote of censure. 

Coun. Smith considered that a vote of 
censure from the Council was not worth 
the paper it was written on. If couiicil- 
lora thought thoinselves aggrieved they 
could apply to the .Supreme Court for re- 
dress. 

Coun WriKlesworth thought lhal coiiu- 
ciUors could not apply for redress to the 
Supreme Court. They could not sit in the 
Council room with Coun. McLean after 
the statements ho had made. He defied 
that councillor to [>rove what he had 
said. If the same statement were pub- 
lished with his name attached he would 
soon be gone after. Ue (Coun. Wrigles- 
worth) would resign his seat before next 
meeting if such statements cnuld be 
proved. If he could be found guilty he 
richly deserved the censure passed upon 
him. 

Coun. Hoyd explained hia course of ac- 
tion with regard to llupert street. It was 
for Coun. McLean to prove his state- 
ments, or ho (Coun. VL) would make him 
and the Mayor too. He felt keenly on 
this subject. Councillors were made com- 
nion swindlers in tho newspapers. Coun. 
McLean knew perfectly well that the ao- 
eusationa were false. Uc had called coun- 
cillors sneaks. Lie was well known in 
this city. 

Coun. McLean again replied. 

The resolution was carried. 

Coun. Shakespeare hoped that the pa- 
pers would publish the resohitioii.

Mr. Ballantine had com- 
plained of being unwell for several liays 
and at nine o'clock Tuesday night enter- 
ed Mr. Cooke's drugstore and purchased 
some simple remedy. From tho drugstore 
he ia believed to have gono to bed. 
At eight o'clock ytaterday morning 
Mr. Cooke went to the deccased'a 
room and seeing him lying o.. tho bed ap- 
parently asleep withdrew without attempt- 
ing to tlisturb him. Mr. BIcKeon, upon 
discovering tlio condition of his guest, 
summoned Dr. Trimble, who pronounced 
him dead. The body was removed by 
orders of Mr. J. R. Hett, deceased's soli- 
citor, to Storey's undertaking rooms where 
it was prepared for tho grave.
